tricated the carriages from the tangle 
with the coal wagons. After consum­ 
ing about twenty minutes in going a 
distance of about twice as many feet, 
the prisoner’s carriage was drawn up 
at the rear of the federal building, 
and she, with officers, was taken to a 
federal office on the fifth floor on the 
freight elevator.

Headquarters of the Third Japanese 
Army, via Fusan, Dec. 15.- Every part 
of the cily and harbor of Port Arthur 
is visible from 203-Meter hill. The 
streets of the city are deserted, and 
but few soldiers are doing patrol duty.

Land They Ha\e Entered W hile 


School is in Session Rules

office. This decision affirms one made 
by the Duluth officials, and is of great 
interest to hundreds of school teachers 
in this and other states, establishing, as 
it does, a precedent in a matter whirh 
has long qeen in doubt, thereby causing 
a world of worry and inconvenience to 
the parties most directly interested, the 
original tiler- themselves. 
‘•The case in this instance is a contest 
brought by John Hitchic against the | 
homest* * ad‘entry of John L. Torrens, a 
teacher employed in the Wnba.-ha. Minn., 
schools. 
< )n dune 6, li* % Torrens made 
homestead entry No. 71 for the east half 
of the southwest quarter and tie- west 
half of the southeast quarter of section 
15, township 1.7. >28. 
March til, IS**«.*!, 
Ritchie tiled his affidavit of contest, al 
leging abandonment and chang wf re>i 
donee, with th*' usual non military alle­ 
gations. 
“ Th** contest came up for a hearing 
last January, when the local land office 
official found, in substance,that tiiede 
fendant resid e! on the land in October, 
1',# 2, subsequently being absent 
until 
June, 1903, except fora visit of a day. 
In dune he returned to the claim with 
out 
any 
knowledge of 
the contest 
brought against his entry.it is claimed, 
and ha since maintainen an actual res 
idence thereon. 
Evidence introduced 
show <i him to be a mat i ied man, so ing 
with his wife in a rented house at Wa 
bash a. 
By reason of her ill health Mrs. 
Torrens had not resided on the land, it 
is stated in the decision. 
Local officials 
found that the defendant was acting in 
good faith and recommended that the 
contest be dismissed, 
“ The defendant had made al! the im­ 
provement- required by law, including 
the construction of a comfortable cabin 
and th" making of a garden and clear­ 
ing. 
He had worked on th*1 land for 
three weeks then returned to the city to 
teach. 
At Christinas time ho spent two 
days and a night at the cabin. 
As stat­ 
ed, h** returned in June, and half of each 
month during the summer was spent in 
working about the claim. 
He was again 
absent through September anil October, 
according to the testimony, returning 
to the homestead and taking up his 
permanent residence thereon in Novem 
bor of the same year. The Washington 
decision reads in part as follows: 
“ *I am of the opinion that the nature 
of the defendant’s employment is an ex­ 
cuse for his absence from December to 
Jurng 19U3, that if his absence—during 
this time is not excusable it appears he 
had cured his lapses in June, 1903, before 
he was served w ith notice, or had any 
knowledge of tho contest. 
Your office 
decision is affirmed and the contest or­ 
dered dismissed.’”

TEACHERS NEED NOT RESIDE ON 


WAS CERTAINLY GOOD 


Land They Have Entered While 
School is in Session Rules 
the Department. 


The following from the Duluth News- 
Tribune will be of interest to Brainerd 
citizens: 
“A 
homesteader 
following 
school 
teaching as a profession need not nec­ 
essarily reside on his claim during tho 
winter months, when school is in session, 
provided he has livod up to the require 
ments of the law in other respects, and 
lives on the land in summer time, ac­ 
cording to a decision of general land of­ 
fice officials rt Washington, a copy of 
which has been received at tho local 
office. This decision affirms one made 
by the Duluth officials, and is of great 
interest to hundreds of school teachers 
in this and other states, establishing, as 
it does, a precedent in a matter which 
has long qeen in doubt, thereby causing 
a world of worry and inconvenience to 
the parties most directly interested, the 
original filers themselves. 
“The case in this instance is a contest 
brought by John Ritchie against tho 
homestead Vntry of John L. Torrens, a 
teacher employed in the Wabasha, Minn., 
schools. 
()n Ju n e 6, 1902, Torrens made 
homestead entry No. 74 for the east half 
of the southwest quarter and the west 
half of the southeast quarter of section 
17, township 159-26. 
March 21, 1903, 
Ritchie tiled his affidavit of contest, a1 
leging abandonm ent and change of resi 
donee, with the usual non military alle­ 
gations. 
“The contest came up for a hearing 
last .January, when the local lam! office 
officials found, in substance, that the de 
fondant resided on the land in October, 
TX 2. subsequently being absent until 
June, 1903, except for a visit of a day. 
In June he returned to the claim with 
out 
any 
knowledge of 
the 
contest 
brought against his entry, it is claimed, 
and has since maintainen an actual res­ 
idence thereon. 
Evidence introduced 
showed him to be a married man, living 
with his wife in a rented house at Wa 
basha. 
By reason of hor ill health Mrs. 
Torrens had not resided on the land, it 
is stated in the decision. 
Local officials 
found that the defendant was acting in 
good faith and recommended th a t the 
contest be dismissed. 
“The defendant had made all tho im­ 
p rovem ents required by law, including 
the construction of a comfortable cabin 
and tho making of a garden and clear­ 
ing. 
lie had worked on the land for 
three weeks then returned to the city to 
teach. 
At Christm as time he s p e n t two 
days and a night at the cabin. 
As sta t­ 
ed, he returned in June, and half of each 
month during the summer was spent in 
working about tho claim. 
He was again 
absent through September and October, 
according to the testimony, returning 
to the homestead and taking up his 
permanent residence thereon in Novem­ 
ber of the same year. The W ashington 
decision reads in part as follows: 
‘“ I am of the opinion that the nature 
of the defendant’s employment is an ex­ 
cuse for his absence from December to 
Jumv-UEU, th a t if his absence—during 
this time is not excusable it appears he 
had cured his lapses in June, 1903, before 
he was served with notice, or had any 
knowledge of tho contest. 
Your office 
decision is affirmed and the contest or­ 
dered dismissed.’”

“A homesteader following school 
teaching as a profession need not nec­ 
essarily reside on his claim during the 
winter months, w h e n school is in session, 
provided he has lived up to the require 
ments of the law in other rospects, and 
lives on the land in summer time, ac­ 
cording to a decision of general land of 
tico officials rt Washington, a copy of 
which 1ms been received at the local 
office. This decision affirms one made 
by the Duluth officials, and is of great 
interest to hundreds of school teachers 
in this and other states, establishing, as 
it does, a precedent in a matter which 
has long qeen in doubt, thereby causing 
a world of worry and inconvenience to 
the parties most directly interested, the 
original tilers themselves. 
“The case in this instance is a contest 
brought by John Ritchie against the 
homestead jentry of John L. T orrens, a 
teacher employed in the Wabasha, Minn., 
schools. ()n June 6, 1902, Torrens made 
homestead entry No. 74 for the east half 
of the southwest quarter and the west 
half of the southeast quarter of section 
15, township 159-26. March 21, 190.3, 
Ritchie filed his affidavit of contest, nl 
leging abandonment and change of resi 
donee, with the usual non military alle­ 
gations. 
“The contest came up for a hearing 
last January, when the local land office 
officials found, in substance, that the de 
fendant resided on the land in October, 
1902, subsequently being absent until 
June, 1903, except fora visit of a day. 
In June he returned to the claim with 
out any knowledge of the contest 
brought against his entry, it is claimed, 
and has since maintainen an actual res­ 
idence thereon. 
Evidence introduced 
showed him to be a married man, living 
with his wife in a rented house at Wa 
basha. By reason of her ill health Mrs. 
Torrens had not resided on the land, it 
is stated in the decision. Local officials 
found that the defendant was acting in 
good faith and recommended that the 
contest be dismissed. 
“The defendant had made all the im­ 
provements required by law, including 
the construction of a comfortable cabin 
and the making of a garden and clear­ 
ing. He had worked on the land for 
three weeks then returned to the city to 
teach. At Christmas time he spent two 
days and a night at the cabin. As stat­ 
ed. he returned in June, and half of each 
month during the summer was spent in 
working about the claim. He was again 
absent through September anti October, 
according to the testimony, returning 
to the homestead and taking up his 
permanent residence thereon in Novem­ 
ber of the same year. The Washington 
decision reads in part as follows: 
“ ‘I am of the opinion that the nature 
of the defendant’s employment is an ex­ 
cuse for his absence from December to 
Jumg 1ÜU3, that if his absence—during 
this time is not excusable it appears he 
had cured his lapses in June, 1903, before 
he was served with notice, or had any 
knowledge of tho contest. 
Your office 
decision is affirmed and the contest 
dered dismissed.’”
